THE GREATEST IRON WORKS 1N 
THE WORLD, 


The Londen Daily News gives some in- 
teresting facts in referenco to the im- 
menee iron works of Herr Kropp, in Ba- 
con, Germany, which are the largert in the 
woeld. Krupp's works were founded in 
1810, In 1755 the wumber of bis work- 
men rose to 093, and soon afterwards he 
fet obliged to buyld dwellings for them. 
The number of bis workmg menin 1882 
was 10,690 end the nomber of bis of 
houses 5,208, in which iived 16 200 soul.’ 
Tbe houses contained from two to five 
roome, the rent rnnniog from about $20 to 
$65 a year. Ose succeesiul experiment 
was a boarding heure for 200 single mev, 
end leter for 500 mep, providing dinner, 
with meat four times m week; supper, 
coffeo and butter; the bread they must 
provide themselves.

Dr, Pauikiner, Warden of the County, is 

a gentleman who might be termed & pelf- 
made man. Being only thirty-eight years 
of age ho is perhaps the youngest man who

gent County as this, Ho was bornin the 
Townebip of Rawdon on 1st October, 1845 
(which wasn't a Friday either) and is a de- 
scendant of the old U. BE. Loyalists. He 
lived with his father Stephen Uilbert Faul- 
kiner, who waa of Sootch decent, until he 
reached the age of nineteen, when he began 
teaching in s public school in the Town- 
ship of Hantingdon. Afterwards he was 
engaged in a school in Sidney fora short 
time, avd daring the next two years he 
studied io MeGill College, Montreal, for a 
medical dustor. At the expiration of this

That would have been 
dove without making a motion to that 
eflect. Appended to the motion sa 
snggration to the Counoil that the City 
Solicitor reviee the “field notes.” This 
revision might bat, we 
ventare to exy that the § licitor himself 
will admit, not much. lt is only potter- 
ing with the matter and not cuchin 
the root of the evi. the remedy for which 
is in intelligent rating and measurements, 
Thesolicitor himselfdenounces the old sys- 
tem and one result of the pablic looking 
to him as an adjunct to the three incom- 
petents to be appointed will be to bring 
odium and perbaps censure upon him. 
Ores appointea the Assessors work ua 
der sta\ute independent of every one, By 
supervision it is “impossible,” the Solic- 
itor says, to improve matters under the 
present and propose! system,
